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ORDINANCE NO. 83- 20 

A CDUNTYWIDE ORDINANCE OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, 

PROVIDING FOR: AUTHORITY; PURPOSE; INCREASED FEES IN 
ALL FIFTEENTH JUDICIAL CIRCUIT COURT CIVIL ACTIONS IN 
I AW AND EQUITY FOR THE BENEFIT OF THE PAIM BEACH COUNTY 
LAW LIBRARY; REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT; SEVERABILITY; 
INCLUSION IN CODE; EFFECTIVE DATE. 

WHEREAS, House Bill 741, which became effective June 25, 1983, 
amends Section 3 of Chapter 24775, Laws of Florida, 1947, as amended, by 
enabling the Board of County Caranissioners of Palm Beach County to 
increase court filing fees for the benefit of the law library fund by 
ordinance; and 

WHEREAS, House Bill 741 authorizes increases in filing fees for the 
benefit of the law library fund in Palm Beach County Circuit Court 
causes at law or equity fran Two and 50/100 Dollars ($2.50) to up to Ten 
and No/100 Dollars ($10.00), and from TWo and No/100 Dollars ($2.00) to 
up to Five and No/100 Dollars ($5.00) in each cause commenced in the 
County Court of Palm Beach County; and 

WHEREAS, an increase in filing fees for the benefit of the law 
library fund fran Two and 50/100 Dollars ($2.50) to Five and No/100 
Dollars ($5.00) in all Circuit Court civil causes at law or equity will 
assist Palm Beach County in properly funding the county law library 
which is open to the public; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE EOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 
OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 

Section 1. Authority 

This ordinance is promulgated pursuant to Chapter 24775, Laws of 
Florida, 1947, as amended. 

Section 2. Purpose

The purpose of this ordinance is to generate revenues frcm Circuit

Court actions in lav/ or equity filed in Palm Beach County in order to 
assist the Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach County to 
! properly fund the county law library. 

Section 3. Increased Filing Fees For All Circuit Court Civil 

Actions In Law or Equip/ For The Benefit Of The Lew Library Fund. 

There shall be an increase in filing fees for all Circuit Court 
civil actions in law and equity for the benefit of the law library fund.

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Said increase shall be from Two and 50/100 Dollars ($2.50) to Five and 
No/100 Dollars ($5.00). 

Section 4. Repeal of Laws in Conflict 

All local laws and ordinances applying to the unincorporated area 
of Palm Eeach County in conflict with any provision of this ordinance 
are hereby repealed. 

Section 5. Severability 

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word of 
this ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be 
unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding shall not affect the 
remainder of this ordinance. 

Section 6. Inclusion in the Code of Laws and Ordinances 

The provisions of this ordinance shall become and be made a part of 
the code of laws and ordinances of Palm Beach County, Florida. The 
Sections of this ordinance may be renumbered or relettered to accomplish 
such, and the word "ordinance" may be changed to "section," "article" or 
any other appropriate word. 

Section 7. Effective Date 

The provisions of this ordinance shall become effective one (1) 
week after receipt acknowledged by the Secretary of State.
